Army and Navy Journal Asserts 


That It Has No Parallel in 
Military History. 


ALL CRiTECISifl IS SILENCED 


Serv ice Paper Points Out That 
No 
“ Political General" Has Appeared 
to Hinder Operations—Praise 
for Defense Council. 


New York.—That the achiev ements 
of the army and nav y of tin* United 
States in the first three months of tiie 
war “hav e worked forward with a 
smoothness and an absence of scandal 
that hav e no parallel in our history of ' 
warfare," is the editorial 
statement 
iuade by the Army and Nav y Journal 
in a rev iew of the part this country is 
playing in the great struggle. 
“In material accomplishments we 
hav e set up,” the Journal says, “a ree-1 er tools, and 
ord before the world of which we may 
well be proud. The great outstanding 
facts of these three months of war is 
that our military and nav al operations 
hav e been conducted solely by army 
and nav y officers, with nev er a ‘politi­ 
cal general* showing his head abov e 
the horizon. 
Between the people and 
the work of the nav y there lias been 
drawn, of military necessity, a screen 
of secrecy more effectiv e than any­ 
thing we hav e ev er known before, and 
which redounds to tin* highest credit 
of the press of the country. When that 
screen has been lifted now and again 
we hav e seen our fleets of destroyers 
operating in British and French wa­ 
ters; we hav e learned of another fleet 
being in tin* South Atlantic on patrol 
duty; we hav e learned of hundreds of 
merchantmen, armed and manned by 
nav y guns and gunners, lighting U- 
Ixmts and losing their liv es in that ar­ 
duous d u ty; and finally, we hav e learn­ 
ed of the nav y’s super)» achiev ements 
in conv oying to France the greatest 
body of troops v v e ev er sent to foreign 
soil in one expedition, without the loss 
of a man.

“Our nav y’s personnel has almost 
doubled in that time, so that now we 
hav e ov er 129,000 men in the nav y, 
while in the Marine corps we hav e

Italian Triplane With Speed of 100 
Miles an Hour, to Be Used as 
Model—To Prcfit by Allies' 
Experience. 


Washington, D. C.—Vast airships, 
each driv en by three 700-horse power 
engines, capable of carrying a mili­ 
tary load of more than four tons, 8,- 
800 pounds, and 
witli 
a 
maximum 
speed of 100 miles an hour! 
A nav y of such great battleships of 
the air, surrounded and protected by 
a swarm of ev en swifter and much 
smaller battle planes! 
If not the biggest and most impor­ 
tant, certainly the most spectacular of 
all the present w ar plans of the Unit­ 
ed States are built around such a v is­ 
ion, writes Henry M. Hyde in the Chi­ 
cago Tribune. 
With the signing by President Wil­ 
son 
of the bill appropriating $010,- 
000,000 for building, equipping, 
and 
manning an enormous nav y of the air, 
these plans took a big step toward 
realization. 
Huge triplanes of the power, speed, 
and weight carrying capacity described 
hav e been built and now are being 
tested in Italy. 
Triplanes of the same 
type, considerably smaller than tlie 
new giant! hut still of great size and 
power, now are in actual use in Italy. 
The Italian triplane, driv en by 900 
horse power Caproni engines, for in­ 
stance, will make a military load of 
more than three tons to a height of 
G.aOO feet in 35 minutes. 
Defeat of U-Boats Seen. 
The fact that these great machines 
cost $40,000 or more each will not pre­ 
v ent their being built in large numbers 
in the United States, once the 
n e c e s ­ 
sary jigs, dies, and special tools are 
completed from tiie models furnished 
by the Italian gov ernment. 
Many experts see in the creation of 
a fleet of such big airships, together 
with fiv e or six times as many small 
fighting planes for their protection, the 
only certain method of defeating the 
submarine peril, of destroying muni­ 
tion plants and military and nav al 
bases, and of swiftly driv ing the Gor­ 
man army back behind the Rhine. 
“The program for which this v ast 
appropriation has just been made,” 
said Howard E. Coffin, chairman of the 
aircraft production hoard, “must be 
carried out with a promptness equal 
to that of congress in passing the bill. 
W hatev er crimes may later be laid at 
our doors, that of slowness in accom­ 
plishment must not he one of them. 
We are ready to go ahead at once.” 
Airplane Samples Coming. 
“Within two weeks,” went on Mr. 
Coffin, 
“sam ples of many airplanes 
now used by our allies on the Euro­ 
pean battle fronts will he on exhibi­ 
tion in the temporary building erect­ 
ed for tiie purpose at the rear of the j 
Smithsonian institution. 
There they 
J 
may be examined and studied by the 
m anufacturers of the United States. 
“In the m atter of aircraft, as in oth­ 
er military matters, we hav e ceased 
to think nationally. 
Ev ery step will 
be taken after conference and in full 
co-operation with our allies. 
“ We are in daily conference with 
representativ es of the British. French, 
and Italian flying corps here in W ash­ 
ington, and a decision practically has 
been reached as to the exact part to 
be played by each of the allies in win­ 
ning the w ar in the air. 
“Our factories, of course, will hav e 
the adv antage of copying the latest 
and best types of airplane engines 
dev olv ed in France, Italy and Eng­ 
land. 
Nor hav e our own inv entors 
and designers been idle during the past 
three years. 
There now are engines of 
entirely American design and inv en­ 
tion which weigh only two pounds to 
the horse power. 
Three Training Fields Ready . 
“Whatev er may he the difficulty of 
turning out Immediately in the United 
States the swift and delicate fighting 
planes of tiie latest type, we already 
are manufacturing in large numbers 
planes which are fitted for the train­ 
ing of air pilots and observ ers. 
“Three of the 24 big av iation fields 
which we shall build for training our 
new air army already are com plet# , 
and the work of instruction is under 
way. 
“The public, generally, has small 
Idea of the immensity of these great 
training camps for birdmen. 
Camp 
Wilbur Wright, for Instance, located 
near Dayton, O., home of the immortal 
inv entor of the heav ier-than-air flying 
machine, cov ers a tract of land meas­ 
uring two miles by four miles. 
Its 
hangars stretch unbroken for a dis­ 
tance of two miles. 
These buildings 
will house 144 biplanes for the use of 
the embryo .av iators. 
The United 
States will he the great training camp 
for av iators for all the allied armies.” 
One may get a faint idea of the al­ 
most incredible expansion which is 
proposed in the air branch of the mil­ 
itary and nav al arm of the United 
States forces by considering that while 
now there are only a few more than 
fifty commissioned officers in the av i­ 
ation section of the signal corps of 
the army, it is proposed to increase 
it to a total of 110,000 officers and 
men.

With the 
French Armies, 
August 
28.—American 
cavalry 
regiments 
now 
undergoing 
intensive 
cavalry 
training may be surprised on their 
arirval at the French front to find 
their horses relegated to the stables 
and themselves to the trenches. 
As a matter of fact, the role of 
the French ealavry has been largely 
one of afoot in the trenches. 
Un­ 
less the whole character of the war 
on the western front should change 
completely , 
it is 
entirely possible 
that American cavalry may under­ 
go the same experience. 
The change in the war that came 
when the Germans dug themselves in 
on French so il rendered it necessary 
for a large number of the Frenh 
cavalry regiment to be dismounted 
and the men utilized in the foot serv­ 
ice. 
Enough of the cavalry was retain­ 
ed 
to meet any 
requirements that 
may y et come with a reversal to open 
warfare, 
but the 
wisdom of 
the 
change b;,s 
been demonstrated 
by 
the fact that since that the French 
cavalry that still cntinued as such 
has only had two occasions to get 
into action. During the first few day s 
of the battle of the Somme cavalry 
patrols were thrown out ahead of 
the advancing infantry for a few 
day s, 
and during the German 
re­ 
treat 
of last 
March the 
cavalry 
again had a busy week chasing the 
fleeing Germans. 
But that has been all. 
With the whole war on a trench 
basis, 
these “ cavaliers 
a pied” 
or 
cavalry men afoot as they arc known, 
took their turns in the trenches. 
A 
consistent effort was made to u>e 
them where their especial qualifica­ 
tions and fitness would render the 
most service. 
It was quickly found 
that . they were especially valuable 
for advance posts, for sentinel and 
watehpost service, for scouting and 
“ couverture” work which resulted in 
a great number of them being used 
in 
small groups 
of 
one 
or 
two 
platoons.
